Geneva Talks Unlikely 
In 1977, Carter Asserts

WASHINGTON, April 26 IMT). 
—President Carter, ending two 
days of talks with Jordan's Kinz 
Hussein, said today that “unless 
we see some strong possibilities 
for substantial achievements” it 
might be better to drop plans to 
convene this year a Geneva con- 
ference on the Middle Exst. 

The cautious note, reflecting 
an attitude which has marked all 
of Mr. Carter's meetings with 
the King here, is in contrast to 
his earfier views, which reflected 
a firm belief that a Geneva con- 
ference would be held in the 
second half of this year. 

Yesterday, the President told 
the King on his arrival that “it 
would be 8, mistake to be too 
optimistic” about chances for 
major strides this year toward 
Arab-Israeli peace. 

Today, after their third White 
House conference, Mr. Carter 
called the session “one of the 
most productive talks that we've 

But he told newsmen afterward 
that while “so far I have been 


conference can be convencd—un- 
lesg We can seo that prospect, 
then, I think, it would be better 
not to have the Geneva confer- 
ence at all” 

Later, White House spokesman 
Jody Powell said Mr. Carter still 
hopes the Geneva conference can 
be held before this year ends 
and said the President's remarks 
should not be interpreted as pes- 
simistic.

Mideast Peace Talks in 1977 
Called Still Possible by Peres

JERUSALEM, April 26 (NYT). 
—Aciing Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres said last night that it was 
Still possible to reconvene Arab- 
Israel, peace talks this year, al- 
though the path to a speedy solu- 
tion of the prolonged Middle 
East conflict was blocked by for- 
mudable barriers. 

Mr. Peres's speech—his first 
Major address since he replaced 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
last Friday—was in keeping with 
recent utterances by Isrzeli offi~ 
cials who have been publicly as- 
sessing the prospects for fruitful 
peace talks and stressing the 
eed for careful pre-planring to 
avert a stalemate at a renewed 
Geneva peace conference. 

Areas of Conflict 

On Sunday, Foreign Minister 
Yigal Allon outlined to the Is- 
Taeli Cabinet potential areas of 
conflicts between Israel and jis 
chief ally, the United States, re- 
garding the terms of a peace set- 
tlement. 

At the same time, Mr. Alion 
said that recent communications 
from U.S. officials said that 
reports that the United States 


was drifting toward an in- 
creasingly pro-Arab position were 
unfounded. 

According to Foreign Ministry 
officials, Mr. Allon told the 
Cabinet that some of President 
Carter's recent comments seem- 
ed to indicate that he was think-~ 
ing in terms of mechanical 
monitoring devices to be located 
at a distance from Israel's actual 
borders.

EEC Agrees on 3.5% Farm Price Increase 


LUXEMBOURG, April 26 (Reu- 
ters).—The nine European Eco- 
nomie Community states settled 


1977-78 guaranteed prices for 


community farmers early today 
put the agreement, which will 
raise prices by an average of 
35 per cent, was immediately 
attacked as inadequate by farm- 
ers' leaders, 

The accord came aiter hag- 
gling between Britain, which de- 
mianded a substantial HEC sub- 
sidy to prevent its retail butter 
price from rising. and the other 
eicht member states. Britain an- 
tagonined its partners last month 
by rejecting their initial subsidy 
offer. 

The compromise accepted today 
raised the first offer slightly 
from ἃ to 8.5 pence ἃ pound, 
or 38 to 33 units of account per 
100 Eilograms. It was accepted by 
British Agriculture Minister John 
Skin, although considerably be- 
low the Ws-pence (75 units of 
account! level he had been de- 
manding. A unit of sccount 
equals $1.32, 

“No one is satisfied at the out- 
come. but no one is really un- 
happy,” BEC Farm Commissioner 
Olay Gundelach commented on 
the accord, 


But a spokesman for the main 
Tobby group representing the 
EEC's 9 million farmers, COPA. 
expressed disappointment. He said 
the 3.5-per-cent price rise plus 
the package of flanking measures 
remained well short of the 74- 
per-cent increase his orseniza- 
tion had asked for. 


Price-Cost Gap 


Farmers’ costs in the commu- 
nity rose by an average of 13 
per cent last year. he said. If 
this kind of sap between price 
end cost increases remained, 
farmers would leave the land, 
ultimately threatening the ace- 
quate suppir οἵ homezrown 
community focd. the spokesman 
éaid, 

Besides the 3.5-per-cent price 
rise and the butter subsidy for 
Britain—which alone will cost the 
EEC §77 million=the ministers 
also agreed 8 serfes of mone- 
tary adjustments to bring cur- 
Tency rates used to calculate inrm 
Prices more into line With actual 
foreign exchange levels. 

The sterling rate used, the so- 
called green pound, is to he 
devalued by 2.9 per cent, while 
the green German mark will be 
revalued by 2 per cent. Adjusi- 


ments Were agreed last month 
for other EEC currencies. 

The currency changes will make 
the impact of the price package 
yary from one EEC state to an- 
other. In France, farmers’ guar- 
anteed price levels ro up by 6.15 
per cent, against 115 per cent 
in Italy, nearly 15 per cent in 
Britain. and only 2 per cent in 
West Germany. 

But since the prices of manr 
products ere above the minimum

Calm Restored 
In Beirut After 
Violent Clashes 


BEIRUT. April 26 «NYT).—

“When the Arab leaders talk 
of peace.” he said, “their words 
are accompanied by a wink, nebu- 
lous phraseology or political dou- 
bletaiz such as ‘termination of 
belligerency’ or ‘normalization.’ 
Actual peace—this is something 
they still find hard to pronounce.” 

A major barrier to a Middle 
Eest solution, Mr. Peres said, is 
that even moderate Arab leaders 
are following the “extremist line” 
of the Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganization and its leader, Yassir 
Arafat. 

Liquidating Israel 

Mr. Arafat. Mr. Peres said, 
favors peace and the establish- 
ment of a Palestinian state be- 
cause this will assist τῷ liquidat- 
ing the state of Israel. In other 
words, he wants peace in order 
“to do away with Israel.” 

The Israelis are adamantly op- 
posed to plans for the creation of 
8 Palestinian state composed of 
the West Bank of the Jordan 
River and the Gaza Strip that 
would be interposed between Is- 
rael and Jordan, 

“I find it hard to believe," Mr. 
Peres said, “that an experienced 
and reasonable man like Sadat 
does not realize that Israel can- 
ποὺ agree to return to borders a 
few kilometers east of Ben-Gu- 
rion International Airport. where 
any terrorist equipped with 2 
shoulder missile launcher can en- 
danger a plane taking off." 

The “true beginning of Arab 
readiness for peace," Mr. Peres 
said, “will be their willingness to 
meet with us face to face, not 
only ta announce their definite 
dictates but also to listen to our 
vital conditions.” 

For months now, diplomats and 
world leaders have been saying 
that this year was ripe for 
renewal of peace taiks between 
the Arabs and Jews. Thus far. 
however. despite dozens of speech- 
es. many proposals and numer- 
ous meetings br diplomats and 
leaders, the resumption of peace 
talks appears remote.

In 1967, the 
Graiver family purchased a ma- 
jority of shares in the Banco 
Comercial de La Plata. A short 
time later, the family purchased 
another local bank, the Eanco 
de Hurlingham, and then a con- 
struction company. 

The Gralver name became in- 
creasingly well-enown cutside La 
Plata and when a coup in 1811 
brought an army general. Alejan- 
dro Lanusse, to power, David 
Graiver became an adviser to the 
new minister of welfare. 


Tics to Peronists 


David Graiver later made 
friends with leaders of labor 
unions who supported exiled dic- 
tator Juan Peron. In 1973, the 
mulitary stepped aside and Peron 
returned to power, 

Investigation sources say Mr. 
Graiver helped some Peronust. of- 
ficials to invest funds which were 
shifted illegally from public cof- 
fers into private bank accounts. 

Peron died of a heart attack 
in 1974 and bis wife, Isabel, the 
vice-president, succeeded him. 

As political violence increased 
im the country, two leftist guer- 
ria bands gained prominence, 
the People’s Revolutionary Army 
and the Montoneros. 

Both groups carried out kid- 
mappings. extortions and rob- 
beries, with high returns.

Isidoro Graiver was kidnapped by 
the Montoneros in an action that 
‘was not publicized at the time.

One 
of the terms was said to be that 
David would handle “financial 
services" for the Montoneros. 

The news magazine Somos said 
the Montoneros invested $12 mil- 
lion with Mr. Graiver. It said 
he used 84 million to buy the 
majority interest in the Century 
National Bank and Trust Co. cf 
New York and 88 million for 
shares in another New York bank, 
the American Bank and Trust 
Co. In Belgium. Mr. Gratver 
acquired the Banque Pour I'4me 
Tique du Sud. 

According so reports here, every 
month couriers for the Mon- 
toneros stopped by Mr. Graiver's 
office in Buenos Aires to pick up 
$130,000 in cash, the interest on 
their investment. 

If Mr. Graiver was not avail- 
able, his principal assistant, 
lawyer Jorge Rubenstein, would 
receive the men, sources say, 

Mr. Rubenstein died under 
mysterious circumstances last 
month in La Plata. The only 
newspaper to report his death— 
without detalis—was a liberal 
Buenos Aires daily. La Opinton, 
The director and assistant direc- 
tor of the newspaper have been 
detained in connection with the 
Grairer case. 

Less than a month after Mr. 
Graiver’s reported death in the 
August plane crash, the Belgian 
bank was ordered closed by the 
government. Two days after that, 
American Bank and Trust was 
seized and sold to another group 
by New York State, which charg- 
ed it was “conducting its busi- 
ness in an unauthorized and un- 
safe manner.”

Support Switched From Ethiopia 
France Turns to Somalia on Djibouti Issue 


By Jim Hoagland 

PARIS, April 26 (WP).—iIn a 
major shift of policy, France is 
now counting on Somalia to 
emerge as the doninant power 
in the Horn of Africa and to help 
arrange a peaceful transition by 
the last French colony on the 
African continent to independence 
this summer. 

The French shift away from 
Ethiopian-aligned political groups 
in the colonial Territory of the 
Afars and the Issas has been in 
the making for months. But it 
is anly now taking substantive 
form in government actions and 
private comments by French of- 
ficials, and it will not be publiciy 
acknowledged. 

The change appears to stem in 
large part from the success that 
French officials believe Saudi 
Arabia is having in swinging So- 
malia out of the Soviet orbit and 
into a more moderate and pos- 
sibly pro-Western position. The 
apparent disintegration of Ethio- 
pia is also a factor in French 
thinking. 

The Saudis have embarked on 
® major campaign to extend their 
influence all along the Red Sea, 
according to Arab sources who 
point to the nearly total align- 
ment of Saudi policy with Egypt 
and the Sudan and last year’s 
successful Saudi effort to come to 
a@ foreign policy accommodation 
with the Marxist government in 
Southern Yemen. 

The Territory of the Afars and 
the Issas—more commonly known 
by the name of its port and 
only large town, Djibouti—over- 
looks the Bab el Mandeb straits 
at the southern opening of the 
Red See. 

Wedged into the coastline ve- 
tween Somalia and Ethiopia, the 
8,500-square-mile enclave has long 
been the subject of warlike 
threats between the Somalis, who 
claim it 2s part of their national 
territory, and the Ethiopians. who 
are dependent on the Djibouti 
port and rail link to Addis Ababa. 

There is no exact count. but it 
is generally believed that the ter- 
ritors’s estimated population of 
240,000 is divided about equally be- 
tween the tribes of the Issas, 
who are ethnically related to the 
Somatis, and the Afars. who are 
closer to the Ethiopians. 

Afars Dominated 

in recent years French colonial 
Tule was based on locai govern- 
ments dominated by the Afars 
and friendly to Emperor Haile 
Selassie, who was overthrown by 
radical Ethiopian soldiers in 1974 

France committed itself last 
Fear to ending colonial ruje this 
year and holding fair elections, 
and support for jocal Premier Ali 
Aref quickly evaporated. ‘The 
French abandoned him. pat a 
caretaker government in place 
and tried to get the Afar and 
Issa leaders to agree to sharing 
power in the independent state. 

Mr, Aref's group and other im- 
portant Afars have boycotted the 
independence talks, however, and 
refused to put up candidates for 
2 compromise single slate for the 
65-member parliament to be elect- 
ed May 8. 

Somali-backed political groups 
officially nominated a list that 
includes 30 Afars, 33 Issas and two 
Arabs Saturday. In a key sign 
of the new alignment with the 
Somalis, Olivier Stirn. the Cabinet 
official in charge of the territory, 
said Sunday that the list was 
“very representative. I think the 
different elements of the popula- 
tons of the territory are fairly 
represented.” 

Reassured by near certainty of 
2 friendly government taking con- 
tro] at independence and the pros- 
pect of an ultimate political union, 
the Somalis have picdged not to 
annex the territory.

On Deaf Ears in Soviet Un:

MOSCOW, April 26 στε }.-- 
‘The call to conserve energy has 
been heard in the Soviet Tnion, 
too, these days. But it often 
sounds like avoice crying in the 
wilderness, for however urgent 
the tone, relatively tew Russians 
seem ready to take. it seriously. 

This is mainly because the So- 
viet. Uaton abounds in natural 
resources, “neluding fossil fuels. 
It has already outstripped the 
United States as the world’s 
largest oil producer, with wells 
now ‘yielding an average of 10.5 
million ‘a day  One- 
fourth.of the output is being ex- 

Yet ‘Soviet economic planners 
gre seeking alternate sources of 
‘energy as.they look to the future. 
The current five-year plan 
(1976-80) calls for off and natural 
gas, which now account for nearly 
two-thirds of ‘the nation’s energy 
consmmption, to start being 
‘phased out ag basic boiler fuels. 
making more oii available for 
‘autoniotive fuels, petrochemical 
uses and for export. 

An increasing share. of elec- 
tricity generation is to. be met 
by nuclear energy. hydroelectric 
dams and coal-fired stations. 
One-fifth of all electrical capacity 
to be added during the five-year 
period is to be nuclear. There is 
also a renewed stress on coal, 
particularly vast eastern surface 
deposits of low-grade lignite that 
can be strip-mimed and burned in 
mineside power stations, The use 
of locally: available fuels, even 
peat or firewood, is being encour- 
aged for mundane needs, 

Several reasons appear behind a 
drive for frugality in the midst 
of apparent plenty. Most of the 
fossil fuel reserves and hydro- 
electric power are concentrated 
in Siberia and other Asian regions 
while cities and industries are 
clusteted in the western, Euro- 
pean part of the Soviet Union. 

Sergei Yatrov, the director of 
the institute of complex fuel and 
energy problems in: Moscow, said 
dm an. interview last year that 
while more than two-thirds of 
the economy's production capacity 
was in the west, fully 80 percent 
of energy resources were east of 
the Ural Mountains, ἢ 

The transport of the fossil fuels 
is expensive and their extraction 
is increasingly difficult, particu- 
larly in the subarctic environment 
of Siberia, which now yields about 
40 per cent of the nation’s oil 
and 15 per cent of the gas. 


Another Inducement 


There is another inducement for 
prudence, Oil and gas have be- 
come .Moscow's ‘most lucrative 
earners of hard currency, which 
is needed to buy Western tech- 
nology.

Leningrad Getting New Hotel,

LENINGRAD (NYT)—On a 
muddy construction site over- 
looking the Gulf of Finland,

millionaire snd art collector, 
Riehard Nixon sent Eingdon 
Gould, the Washington parking- 
lot magnate and contributor to 
the GOP, and then Ruth Farkas, 
who—with her hushand—donated 
$200,000 to Mr. Nixon's 1972 re- 
slection campaign. 

According to reliable infor- 
mantis, Luxembourg took Rep.

Although most authorities on 
the Ασίρος say that human 
sacrifice and cannibalism were 
practiced, they. seldom suggest 
that it was anything more than 
an occasional phenomenon.

While the Aztec civilization,

He ‘argues that cannibalism. 
which may have begun for purely 
religious reasons, appears to have 
grown to serve nutritional needs 
because the Aztecs, unlike nearly 
rll other civilizations, lackea 
domesticated herbivores such as 
pigs or cattle.

The reform would have the 
effect of enlarging the right to 
participate in the selection of 
the party's leader from a group 
which now numbers 433 to at 
least 450,000—the present claim- 
ed membership.

“laid them down on their backs 
on some narrow stones of sacrifice 
and, cutting open their chesis, 
drew out thelr palpitating hearts, 
which they offered to the idols 
before them, Then they kicked the 
bodies down the steps, and the 
Indian burchers who were waiting 
below cut off their arms and legs. 


Cannibalism of Aztecs Linked to Dietary Needs 


Then they ate their flesh with a 
sauce of peppers and tomatoes.” 

The skulls were placed on 2 
skull rack near each pyramid, 
with those of previous victims, In 
Tenochtitlan, -the royal city of 
the Aztecg and the precursor of 
Mexico City. Cortez's associates 
counted a minimum of 136.000 
skulls on the skull rack. 

Diaz's accounts indieaie that 
the Aziecs ate only the limbs of 
their victims. The torsos were fed 
to carnivores in zoos. 

According to Prof. Harner, the 
Aztecs never sacrificed thelr own 
people. Instead, they battled 
neighboring nations. using tactics 
that minimized deaths in battle 
and maximized the number of 
prisoners.

Turkey deserves no tribute for its mis- 
@uided occupation of nerthem Cyprus since 
2014. The question now is whether it can 
be persuaded to pull back, then evacuate its 
forces to permit a fair division of the island 
between Greek and Turkish Cynriots so that 
weace can be restored without further dam- 
age to both allied and U.S. interests in the 
eastern Mediterranean. The Carter admtin- 
stration is trying to steer an intelligent 
middle-of-the-road course through the con- 
?Het between Greece and Turkey and merits 
the support of Congress. 

Congress pulled back two years ago from 
tis disastrous arms embargo against Tur- 
Rey, 2 NATO ally and the site of 26 US. 
Toilitary and intelligence facilities, several of 
Which had been closed—and still are—in 
Yetaliation against the embargo, So some 
arms shipments were authorized to avoid 2 
dangerous deterioration of Turkish forces 
and to keep U.S. Influence alive in the 
wyprus talks. 

The Carter administration continues te 
press for more vigorous negotiations. The 
President has aiso served notice that he will 
wait for progress on Cyprus before asking 
Congress to approve the four-year. $1-bil- 
Yion agreement on bases and aid to Turkey 
Signed by former Secretary Kissinger. Kis- 


singer refused to link the negotiations to the 
pact, which the Turks eagerly want, but 
Carter rightly sees tt as an opportunity for 
leverage. 

But be also wants to enhance his standing 
in Ankara and to keep anti-Americanism 
from becoming a major issue in the June 5 
Turkish elections. He hopes that those 
elections wilh produce a government stable 
enough to make the necessary concessions in 
Cyprus. In pursuit of these objectives, the 
President proposes two changes in the limits 
on annual credit sales of arms to Turkey. 
One would raise the ceiling on such sales 
from the $125 million in effect over the past 
two years to $175 million—not 2 big increase 
in light of inflation. The second would 
authorize the Turks to use some of these 
credits and cash supplements to purchase 
40 Y-4 Phantom fighters before the produc- 
tion line closes down, Greece is also getting 
Phantoms and much larger quantities of 
other alms under more favorable military 
assistance arrangements. NATO wants the 
allies to have Phantoms. 

All in all, the administration is walking 
the Greek-Turkish tightrope with consider- 
able skilL Congress should help the Pres- 
ident to Keep his balance.

Pakistan’s Turn 


Prime Minister Brutto is hanging on, but 
just barely. in Pakistan. His party won the 
elections held March 7, virtually everyone 
agrees. But he cheated to get more seats 
than με ἃ earned and as ἃ result his oppo- 
sition, seeing 2 second chance to do him in, 
launched ἃ protest that is now in its seventh 
week and still growing. Mr, Bhutto coun- 
tered, first by offering to hoki new elections 
and then, when the opposition said it would 
be satisfied only by his resignation, by im- 
posing limited martial law. Several hundred 
Ppeopie have been killed and perhaps several 
hundred miilion dollars worth of economic 
damage dane, The question of the hour is 
whether the army will push Mr. Bhutto out 
of power, or lei the sroused crowds push 
fim, ending Pakistan's latest experiment in 
eivilian rule. 

The protests in Pakistan have been widely 


tally by India’s recent example of voting 
Indira, Gandhi out of office—against a 
Jeader who has become arrogant in his exer- 
else of power. Perhaps 90. We would be 
more persuaded that this was the case, how- 
ever, if the complaints against Mr. Bhutto 
had been yoiced more clearly before he got 


into trouble, In fact, he was widely credited 
with being an effective and progressive 
leader. The scope of the protests against 
him suggests that he had built up in the 
Pakistani people a great deal of latent hos- 
tility. But # his own mistakes are at the 
source of his and his nation’s present dis- 
tress, then surely his opponents—by their 
rejection of the new elections concession he 
offered as a way out of the crisis—have 
something to answer for themselves, 

There is, however, a more sopering explan- 
ation, one arising from Pakistan's widely 
sheared status as a poor country, that is, as 
8 country containing great economic and 
social disparities. In such 2 country, no 
matter how reletively well governed it is 
thought to be, the tinder of papular discon- 
tent is always there, waiting to he touched 
off by political accident or economic circum- 
stance. There are simply too few people 
with a stake in things as they are. There 
are too many people with not very much, or 
nothing, to lose. Such societies are like un- 
loaded canoes: They can easily be tipped. 
Τα Pakistan's turn right now. Who will it 
be next month, next year? India? Indo- 
nesia? Nigeria? Regrettably, Pakistan's 
misfortme is not its alone.

in America, liver being the only 
permissible foodstuff in this 
domain. for many Americans. 

-The Chinese, less standoffish 
about the hidden assets of 
animals, often pay more for liver 
than for muscle meats, which 
gives them a better deal in the 
nutrition~-money ratio aside from 
the fact that many Chinese like 
liver better. 

The nutritive virtues of liver 
are lost on the Mahadena clen 
of the Tibesti Teda of the Sahara 
desert, who refuse to eat liver 
because, in their opinion, “it 
resembles clotted bicod.” while 
Saharan Jews, whenever an un- 
usual nomber of stillbirths oc- 
curs in a family, enjoin all the 
members of that family, for 
reasons difficult to discern, from 
eating liver. 

Te might have been either be-

selves to the rest. 

‘We are inclined today, in our 
unimaginative fashion, t# at- 
tribute the value of liver to its 
high content of calcium, iron, 
vitamins A, D, E and EK, and 


above ali to the B vitamins, in 
which it is especially rich. no- 
tably in Bl, B2, ΒΒ and B12. 

Earlier ages, more picturesque- 
ly, prized liver on a mystical 
basis, holding that the liver was 
the repository of courage, a 
theory which .led Dakota In- 
dians, not so very long ago 3s 
historical time runs, and some 
African tribes even more re- 
cently, though neither were 
otherwise cannibalistic, to eat 
human liver in order to ingest 
its heroic virtues, 

The Africans held that it had 
to be eaten raw, as cooking would 
destroy its magic, and this seems 
te have been a sage precaution, 
for whether or .not cooking de- 
stroys magic, it does destroy 
vitamins, and it would have been 
a waste t cook human liver. 
which contains 95 per cent of all 
the vitamin A in the body. Liver 
is also the largest human gland, 
so quantity as well as quality was 
granted to Jeremiah Johnson. a 
“mountainy man” of the Far 
West, who, early in the 19th 
century, consumed. by his own 
count, the livers of 247 Crow 
Indians. 

The association of the liver 
with courage has persisted into 
our times in such terms as “lily- 
livered” in English, and “to have 
hot livers,” that is, to be 
courageous, in Prench—which in 
such expressions has a tendency 
to pluralize “liver,” as though we 
were studded with them. 

Eaters of the orthodox mam- 
malian livers agree more or less 
on the hierarchy of palatability.

Lamb's liver 
is a close runner-up; in the 
Middle East it is preferred, and 
in England more lamb's liver than 
calfs liver is eaten. for it is 
cheaper, and the cost differential 
is wider than the quality differ-

Adult sheep's liver, ἃ little 
stronger and a little tougher, 
seems tied for third place with 
pig's liver, which is tenderer but 
the strongest in taste, which does 
not please everybody. Beef liver 
is not quite as strong but is the 
toughest of all tbetter breise it’. 
so it brings up the rear on the 
seale of palatability; but if the 
criterion were vitamin content, 
it would have to be promoted to 
top rank but it doesn’t rate 
quite as high in the relative 
dosages of mineral salts'. 

Calf’s liver and its fellows are 
what we are apt to think of when 
liver is mentioned. but we would 
be quick to recall] that most of 
us eat other kinds of liver as 
well, from poultry and fish: and 
there are some comparatively rare 
treats among mammalian livers. 

In second-century China, dog 
liver was one of the Eight Deli- 
cacies. Eskimos eat seal liver, 
and in the United States there 
are aficionados who extol the 
delicacy of porcupine liver. 

Among barnyard fowls, chickens 
yield their livers for many pur- 
poses, ducks and geese provide 
them either for ordinary uses or 
for the great Juxury which is foie 
gras, and turkey livers are some- 
times eaten also, especially in 
the stuffing when the bird is 
roasted, 

American Indians appreciated 
the tamale, or green liver of the 
crab, and with reason: It is 
delicious. The Roman Emperor 
Viteltus dedicated to Minerva a 
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dish contains pike livers, and 
Frangois I ate turbot liver stewed 
in Spanish wine. 

Cod liver ‘which does not taste 
like cod-liver oil) is eaten .com- 
monly enough. and in Baja Cali- 
fornia fishermen value the liver 
of the hammerhead shark and its 
brownish cousin, the sardinero, 
in which this organ is excep- 
tionalir large. So far as I know, 
the upper Adriatic fs the only 
place which dotes on the Iver 
Οἱ the torpedo ray. a malevolent 
fisn capable of delivering a strong 
electric shock to anyone secking 
to deprive it of this organ. 

For those not enamored of the 
liver a5 food, it presents another 
field of usefulness. though, ad- 
mittedly. one to which little re- 
course is had nowadays. It has 
been reputed as a producer of 
auguries at least since the time 
of the Etruscans, who left us 
the Liver of Piacenza, a large 
bronze model of the organ care- 
fully divided, for the guidance of 
soothsayers. into compartments 
labeled each with the name of | 
the god or the house of the 
Zodiac associated with that pare 
ticular section, recalling the 
charts of half a century ago on 
which phrenologists mapped the 
specialties of the various areas of 
the brain,

myth, when Euripides jn “Electra” 
showed us Egisthus discovering, 
in the presemce of Orestes. 5 
missing lobe in the liver of a 
sacrificial animal, a dire portent 
duly folloved by the murder of 
the former by the latter, But we 
reach the realm of history when 
we read of the same omen being 
found by haruspices examining 
viscera in the interests of Alex- 
ander the Great. who, indeed, 
died promptly after an orgy of 
eating and drinking, possibly,

Healey Says Summit’s Task 


Is to Avoid New Recession 
By Hobart Rowen 


WASHINGTON, April 26 Κ᾿. 
—Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Denis Healey said today that the 
mest important task facing the 
London economic summit next 
month is to assure that the 
world does not “slip into reces- 
sion" in 1978. 

Mr. Healey. who is here for a 
meeting of the International 
Monetary Fund's policy-making 
Interim Committee later this 
week, told the National Press 
Club that business and financial 
communities all over the world 
need assurance that "the present 
pace of recovery will be con- 
tinued next year.” 

There have been concerns, the 
UK. Treasury official said, that 
expansion “might peter out.” 
leading to higher unemployment 
and an economic recession. 

He imdicated that there were 
two baslc wars in which the 
summit might provide the hope 
for sustained recovery. First, he 
expressed the hope that the 
more affluent countries such as 
the United States, West Germany 
and Japan “can achieve the 
‘economic: growth targets they 
have set for themselves.” 

And second, he hopes that the 
summit will in various ways 
speed the process of aid to coun- 
tries suffering from balance~f- 
payments deficits. One such 
plan. which has the backjng of 
Britain and other European 
countries. is ἃ common fund to 
stabilize earnings that poor coun- 
tries derive from sale of com- 
modities. 

Another fs a substantia) ex- 
pansion of the resources of the 
IMF, one of the primary items 
on the interim committee agenda 
this week. Today. the U.S. gov- 
ernment lent its weight to crea- 
tion of a special IMF lending 
pool which could be as much a3 
$16 billion. created by the wealthy 
industrial nations and the oj!

By dropping a point to Canada, 
the Czechosiovaks dropped benind 
the Jeaders, The Soviet Union 
and Sweden are out in front. 
each with eight points from four 
games, while Czechoslovakia hes 
seven points.
